For Truce 
—Robertson

WASHINGTON, July 15 ®— 
Walter S. Robertson returned from 
his Korean mission today to report 
that President Syngman Rhee has 
fallen in line with the United Na- 
tions forces and the question of a 
truce is now squarely up to the 
Reds. 

Robertson, an assistant secretary 
of state who went to Rhee as 
President Eisenhower’s personal 
envoy, called at the White House 
within an hour and a half after 
‘his plane touched down at the Na- 
‘tional Airport. 

After a 40-minute conference with 
the President, Robertson told re- 
porters Rhee has not changed his 
‘objections to an armistice in Korea 
at this time ‘“‘but has agreed to 
collaborate with us’”’ in an effort to 
achieve unification of the country 
by peaceful means.

It again accused 
the Western powers and the West 
German government of having 
organized last month’s disturb- 
ances in East Germany, and 
added: 

‘‘Nevertheless, the government 
(of East Germany) is prepared

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Total Korean War 
Would Be Costly 


The crushing Red onslaught now in 
progress in Korea is directed, it should 
be noted, at the ROK lines and the 
bulge north of the 38th parallel gained 
in the last Allied offensive. While they 
may be out to punish Syngman Rhee 
and to demonstrate their strength to the 
ROKs, they are also after lost territory. 

As usual, they are oblivious to losses. 
Man in the mass or the individual 
means nothing to the Communists ex- 
cept as an instrument of the power of 
the state. 

The Red offensive seems the tipoff 
that the truce talks will be dragged out 
further. 

Rhee has been proceeding on the 
‘theory that in the last analysis the 
United States will come to his support 
in a crisis no matter what action he 
takes. He has shown that he is not to 
be trusted and the Reds know that, too. 

Where does that leave us? We can 
tell the Reds that we will do every- 
thing in our power to prevent the South 
Koreans from breaking an armistice 
and that if they do they will get no 
support whatever. The same guarantee 
could be offered Rhee. This should 
allay Red fears and contain the ROKs 
at the same time. 

Rejecting that course, the American 
“people must decide what they want to 
do. Those who clamor for going ahead 
with the war and support of Rhee’s de- 
mands must be willing to face what it 
entails. The cost in casualties, taxes, 
_ possible loss of our allies, and indefinite 
‘strain must be taken into account. 

It is wishful thinking that total vic- 
ory can be achieved in Korea without 
total war. It would not be cheap. Lt. 
Gen. Robert L. Eichelberger said in a 
recent issue of Newsweek: 

“Repeated statements of certain 
former commanders in the Far East 
that we have the capability of win- 
ning a complete victory in Korea 
doubtless encouraged Rhee in his 
recalcitrant attitude. Believing 
these statements, there is some ex- 
cuse for his demand that the Reds 
be driven out of Korea. As one 
who commanded the Eighth Army 
for four years, I do not believe that 
a victory could be secured in North 
Korea without prohibitive losses 
and dangers which would increase 
mile by mile should a penetration 
be successful and an advance to- 
ward the Yalu follow.” 

Of course, we might still have to 
take that course. It may already be 
out of our hands. But we should ask 
ourselves, and especially those who ap- 
plaud President Rhee so loudly, whether 
we are willing to pay the price. If so, 
let’s tell the American people about 
what it would cost. If unwilling to pay 
the price, then let’s try to work out a 
truce and see if the principle of collec- 
tive security will work. 


Why Deny Opportunity 
To Good School Men? 


Herschel Lovett of Laurens County, 
legislator, member of the state school 
board and of the special legislative 
committee studying the problem of edu- 
cation has brought before the commit- 
tee the problem of school superintend- 
ents shifting jobs. 

He cites the disruption in school 
systems caused by change of adminis- 
trators. He thinks there ought to be a 
law about it. 

We think Mr. Lovett is getting into 
a field largely local and personal. 

If a school superintendent making 
$6.000 in one system gets an offer of 
$10,000 in another and his board gives 
him an honorable release, as regret- 
fully it usually will, he should be free 
_ to go.

: Brings Cheer to All 


We are willing to let the farmers, 
warehousemen and buyers fight it out 
among themselves about whether an 
early or a late market opening is best 
and whether the selling season should 
be longer or shorter. 

But one thing we do agree upon. 
The opening of the Georgia tobacco 
market is a gala day in Georgia. It is 
a festival in which the green gold from 
Georgia fields becomes green cash in 
farmers’ pockets and the transition is a 
happy time for everybody. 

Less than half a century ago tobacco

was a negligible factor in the Georgia 
farm economy. In the search to find 
substitutes for cotton after the boll 
weevil had cut his swath, some farmers 
turned in desperation to the crop that 
largely had been left to the Carolinas. 
Within a few years it has become one 


of the state’s most important cash crops... 


This year, although government sup- 
ports are about $3 per 100 pounds less 
than formerly, prices in general are ex- 
pected to equal or exceed last year’s. 
The Georgia-Florida-Alabama tobacco 
belt is expected to produce upwards of 
150,000,000 pounds.. Although the total 
will be less than last year, per-acre 
yield is said to be nearly 100 pounds 
more. With greater yields per acre, 
profits should be greater. 

At any rate, today is the day the 
festival begins. The auctioneers are 
ready and the farmers are ready. It 
promises to be a good year for every- 
body concerned in the tobacco business 
and a needed shot in the arm to Geor- 
gia’s farm income. 


Let Supply-Demand 


Determine the Price 


Rep. Willis Conger of Decatur has 
announced his intent to introduce in the 
November Assembly session a bill that 
would end the price-fixing powers of 
the State Milk Control Board. 

The Decatur County legislator sees 
the surplus of milk in Georgia and the 
high price as incompatible. He declares 
price-fixing has stifled competition in 
his and other counties. 

Commenting on the Conger pro- 
posal, Milk Board Chairman Charlie 
Duncan contends that the board has 
only those price-fixing powers dele- 
gated by milk producers, distributors 
and consumers. 

He refers to the present state law 
passed in 1952 to circumvent a court 
decision t the milk board had no 
legal right to 
statute, the board’s authority is_ less 
direct, but the effect is the same. 

The law of supply and demand is 
nullified when a commodity price is 
fixed by fiat. 

We would like to see that natural 
economic law have a chance to work in 
the Georgia milk market. We hail Rep- 
resentative Conger as a champion of 
the competitive system. We wish him 
luck.

Is Sign of Progress 


Down at Americus they are plan- 
ning a day that could scarcely have 
been discussed 30 years ago. Sparked 
by the Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
the city and county will sponsor a 


‘unique celebration on July 21 to be 


called ‘Manufacturers’ Day.” 

The special event will honor the 
manufacturers who have chosen Ameri- 
cus, population 11,389, and Sumter 
County, population 24,208, as the site of 
their operations. Thirty-six such manu- 
facturers will be so honored. It will be 
a gay event and a significant.occasion 
that illustrates the economic progress 
that is not restricted to county lines or 
sections of Georgia. 

There is a lesson in the census fig- 
ures, too, about what has happened in 
Americus and Sumter County.

By 1940, this had dropped to 24,502 as

Few of them 
stopped at Americus. During the dec- 
ade 1940 to 1950, however, this migra- 
tion, while not stopped, was slowed 
down to a trickle as Americus and Sum- 
ter leaders sought ways and means of 
providing opportunity at home. 

The population of Americus grew 
from 9,281 in 1940 to 11,389 in 1950. 
Improved farming methods and rural 
electrification arrested some of the 
drift away from the land. 

Success of their efforts to achieve a 
balance between agriculture and indus- 
try will be crowned at this celebration 
of “Manufacturers’ Day.” We rejoice 
with Americus and Sumter County and 
their forward-looking leaders who are 
helping to rebuild the Empire State.

Precedent Backs 
Exposure Power 


WASHINGTON—Naturally many of the 
so-called “‘liberal’’ Democrats in Congress 
are tired of congressional investigations— 
that is, inquiries managed and operated by 
the Republicans, with all the attendant 
headlines and television publicity they have 
been getting. 

‘It's strange what a difference just a few 
months make. Senator Kefauver, Democrat, 
not so ahi ago was carrying on a-television 

program with his Sen- 
ate subcommittee. Ap- 
plause came from far 
and wide that here at 
last the gamblers and 
the criminals were be- 
ing exposed. Only the 
city bosses — most of 


them Democrats—were: 


antagonized, and the y 

did finally block his 

nomination for the pres- 

ie idency, though he ran 

better than Truman in the primaries. Some 

Democratic party leaders said the crime 

inquiry was not the business of the federal 

government at all and that, if law violation 

existed, it was the duty of the states and 
the cities to detect and punish crime. 


For months it was obvious that a Senate 
committee was using the historic power of 
exposure and publicity only to draw atten- 
tion to the breakdown of law enforcement 
among some local government bodies. One 
of the indirect results of the investigation is 
the present legislative compact between the 
states of New York and New Jersey to pre- 
vent crime in the hiring of labor in the 
docks of the Port of New York. 

But now Senator Monroney (Dem., Okla.) 
has arisen to question the advisability of 
some of the investigations being conducted 
by the Senate committee on government 
operations headed by Senator McCarthy, 
(Rep., Wis.). He pleads, with reference to 
a possible questioning of the personnel of 
one government agency that, if Communists 
are to be ferreted out, ‘‘Let the FBI do it 
or even a special commission with congres- 
sional representation do it, if investigation 
is determined to be necessary.’’ But he ex- 
horts: ‘‘Please, phease, let it be done with- 
out headlines and television.”’ 

It’s odd that the so-called ‘‘liberals’’ who 
want to do away with investigations unless 
they happen to be conducting them, or 
unless ham-stringing rules are now adopted 
to govern procedures, are forgetting that 
they themselves have made the most use of 
this safeguard against invisible government 
and with the same ‘‘methods’’ and rules as 
are still in vogue today. 

Perhaps the most impertinent inquiry of 
this kind was conducted back in March 1915 
by Senator Walsh (Dem., Mon.) a ‘“‘liberal’’ 
and a great constitutional lawyer who knew, 
of course, what freedom of the press or any 
other provisions of the constitution mean. 
He hauled a couple of top editors from a 
New York newspaper before his committee 
and demanded to know of them why they 
wrote certain editorials on a piece of then- 
pending legislation and if certain business 
and financial interests owned a substantial 
part of that particular newspaper. The edi- 
tors answered respectfully and persuasively 
in denial of all accusations, and not a 
shred of evidence was adduced to impeach 
their integrity. But nobody called for 
changes in the procedures of committees or 
for the castigation of Senator Walsh.

WASHINGTON—It was apparent during 
the 1952 campaign that Adlai Stevenson was 
a rather special sort of candidate for Presi- 
dent. It has, if anything, become even 
more — since, despite defeat and in 
defeat. In proof of this 
now is the anticipation 
among Democrats, al- 
most atwitter it is, of 
his return home in a 
few weeks from his 
world travels. Further- 
more, the interest has 
about it a quality of 
possessiveness which 
exhibits itself in the 
way sO many people 

: have their own ideas of 
just what the 1952 Democratic candidate 
should do and say when he gets home; in 
short, how he should conduct himself as 
party leader. 

The possessive interest, while it may 
eventually prove embarrassing, neverthe- 
less is quite a tribute to the former gover- 
nor of Illinois. His well-wishers, and they 
are very many, want him to follow’ just the 
proper course that will again make him the 
Democratic -candidate for President. 

Among’ party strategists who have given 
much thought to the Stevenson problem, as 
it might be called, there is a division of 
counsel. 

It appears now that the solution will be 
a formal appearance first, perhaps on tele- 
vision, immediately after or soon after his 
return, in which Mr. Stevenson would re- 
port his observations abroad and appeal to 
all our people to unite on foreign policy, re- 
gardless of party. 

That would still leave open the field of 
domestic policy in which the Democrats 
already have found much to criticize in the 
Eisenhower regime. For his treatment of 
that, the party leader would have as his 
forum subsequently a giant party rally, a 
combined political jamboree and money- 
raising enterprise which, as a matter of 
fact, already is being planned for Septem- 
ber, in Chicago, making it a homecoming 
affair with a Midwest background. 

Whatever is done, you may be sure it 
will, in the end, represent the best judg- 
ment of the former governor of Illinois 
himself, who demonstrated during the cam- 
paign that he is perhaps his own best cam- 
paign manager. 

Mr. Stevenson’s personal political prob- 
lem and that of his party as it relates to 
him will just begin when -he gets back 
home. Everybody seems to agree that it 
was most wise that he was away while the 
new administration was feeling its way. 

Those interested in Adlai Stevenson’s re- 
nomination feel that the best course is one 
of restraint, with no pressing—to borrow a 
term from golf.

No One Is Sure How Fast Russians 
Are Going in Race tor Atom Power 


WASHINGTON—How far the Russians 
have advanced in the development of atomic 
weapons has again become a matter of dis- 
cussion as a result of statements recently 
made by former members of our own 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

The effect has been to raise further 
doubts in the minds of many Americans 
as to whether there is any final evidence 
that the Russians actu- 
ally have an atomic 
bomb. 

Former President 
Truman started a wave 
of uncertainty on the 
subject by his statement 
of last January, six 
days after leaving the 
White House, in which 
he said, by way of set- 
ting the record straight, 
that he was unconvinced ; 
that the Russians had the peratiien 

No one, of course, was in better posi- 
tion than he to have all the inside infor- 
mation. He was not convinced, he said, 
that the Russians had achieved the know- 
how to put the complicated mechanism to- 
gether to make one of the deadly weapons. 


Subsequently, Gen. Leslie Groves, direc- 
tor of our atomic bomb operations in the 
last war, had this to say: ‘“‘All we know 
is there were indications of nuclear explo- 
sions in Russia. That does not prove that 
they have the bomb in workable form.”’ 


Eisenhower was drawn into the discus- 
sion and later made this statement: “We 
have incontrovertible evidence that Soviet 
Russia possesses atomic weapons.”’ 

He was supported by Gordon Dean, retir- 
ing chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, who said that on the basis of the 


three atomic explosions known to. have 
taken place in Russia since the summer 
of 1949, together with ‘‘other scientific and 
technical evidence,’”’ he had ‘‘no doubt of 
the existence of a supply of atomic weap- 
ons in the U. S. S. R.”’ 

More recently, Dean made a statement 
indicating the United States has been rely- 
ing heavily on reports from intelligence 
sources within Russia for its infomation 
about Soviet atomic progress, rather than 
‘scientific and technical evidence’’ which 
he had stressed heretofore. 

About the same time J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer, wartime head of the Los Alamos 
laboratory that perfected the A-bomb, wrote 
an article for Foreign Affairs magazine in 
which he declared his own ‘“‘guess’’ is that 
Russia is about four years behind the 
United States in development of the bomb, 
thus indicating a belief that Russia has at 
least some bombs of the earlier type. 

What gives added zest to the matter is 
the fact that there have been no announce- 
ments of Russian atomic explosions since 
October, 1951, almost two years ago. Dur- 
ing this period the United States has set 
off at least 28 atomic blasts and Britain 
has exploded her first atomic bomb. The 
only thing that has come out of Russia 
on the subject has been propaganda. It 
has been enough to raise serious doubts on 
the score. 

The thing that is puzzling about it all 
is the failure of the Russians to set off more 
experimental explosions if, as some of our 
experts profess to believe, they are accumu- 
lating a stockpile of the bombs. It just does 
not make sense that they would be produc- 
ing the bombs in any number without test- 
ing a few of them as they go along. And 
we have had no announcement of such a 
test for nearly two years.

CHAPTER XI 

The constantly changing col- 

ors of the sea were studied 
by our Undersea Research 
Group. 


As we aqualunged down to 


300 feet, we took with us color | 


charts with squares of pure 
red, blue, yellow, green, pur- 
ple and orange, with a range 
of grays from white to black. 
We photographed the chart at 
various levels down to the twi- 
light zone. 

At 15 feet, red turned pink, 
at 40 feet it became virtually 
black. There, also, orange 
disappeared. At 120 feet yellow 
began to turn green... ul- 
traviolet penetrated quite deep- 
ly ... infra-red rays were to- 
tally absorbed in inches of 
water. 

One time we were hunting 
under the isolated rocks of La 
Cassidaigne in the Mediter- 
ranean. Twenty fathoms down 
Didi shot an 80-pound liche. 
The harpoon entered behind the 
head but missed the spinal 
column. The animal was well 
hooked but full of fight. 

It swam away, towing Didi 
on his 30-foot line. When it 
went down, he held himself 
crosswise to cause a drag. 
When the fish climbed, Didi 
streamlined himself behind it 
and kicked his flippers to en- 
courage ascent. 


DEEP SEA DUEL 


The liche fought on, untiring- 
ly. It was still struggling as 
we drew near the depletion of 
our air supply. Dumas hauled 
himself forward on the line. 
The fish circled him at a fast, 
wobbling speed, and Dumas 
spun with it to avoid being 
wound up in the line the way 
Tashtego was lashed to Moby 
Dick. Dumas hauled in the 
last feet of cord, and got a grip 
on the harpoon shaft. He flashed 
his belt dagger and plunged it 
into the heart of the big fish. 
A thick puff of blood stained 
the water. 

The blood was green. Stupe- 
fied by the sight, I swam close 
and stared at the mortal 
stream pumping from the 
liche’s heart. It was the color 
of emeralds. Dumas and I 
looked at each other wildly. We 
had swum among the great 
liches as aqualungers and tak- 
en them on goggle dives, but 
we never knew there was a 
type with green blood. 

Flourishing his astounding 
trophy on the harpoon, Didi led 
the way to the surface. At 55 
feet the blood turned dark 
brown. At 20 feet it was pink. 
On the surface it flowed red. 

Once I cut my hand seriously 
150 feet down and saw my 
blood flow green. I was already 
feeling a slight attack of ‘‘rap-

ture of the deep.’’ To my half- 
hallucinated brain, green blood 


seemed like a clever trick of | 


the sea. I-thought of the liche 
and managed to convince my- 
self that my blodd was really 
red. 


EXPLOSION OF COLOR 


In 1948 we took light into the 
twilight zone. At high noon in 
clear water Dumas went down 
with an electric lamp, as pow- 
erful as a movie ‘‘sunlight,”’ 
with a cord to the surface. Al- 
though our eyes could well dis- 
tinguish the blue forms of the 
twilight, we wanted to see the 
real colors of the place. 

Didi trained his reflector on 
the reef wall 160 feet down. He 
snapped the light on. What an 
explosion! 

The beam exposed a dazzling 
harlequinade of color dominat- 
ed by sensational reds and or- 
anges, as opulent as a Matisse. 
The living hues. of the twilight 
zone appeared for the first time 
since the creation of the world. 
We swam around hastily, feast- 
ing our eyes. The fish them- 
selves could never have seen 
this before. Why were these 
rich colors placed where they 
could not be seen? Why were 
the colors of the deep the reds 
that were first to be filtered out 
in the top layers? What are the 
colors further down, where no 
light has ever penetrated? 

Sunlight under the sea loses 
intensity as its energy is trans- 
formed to heat. Light is fur- 
ther diffused by particles sus- 
pended in the water, mud, sand 
and plankton and even by the 
water molecule itself. 

The particles are like motes 


in a sunbeam, reducing visibil- 
ity and scattering the light sup- 
ply before it can reach the 
great depths. The voids are 
black, like interplanetary space 
where no ‘floating particles re- 
flect the light of the sun. 


LIGHT FROM FLOOR 


In clear water it s@éems very 
dark 100 feet down, but when 
the diver reaches the bottom it 
becomes half-bright again be- 
cause the light reflects from 
the floor. 


At the 300-foot limit of aqua- 
lung diving there is usually 
enough light to work by and 
often to expose black-and-white 
photographs. Dr. William Beebe 


and others have measured light’ 


penetration to 1,500 feet. 


Not only does water trans- 
parency vary from place to 
place, but from level to level. 

Once we made a dive to a 
submerged rock needle in the 
Mediterranean. The water was 
so turbid we could see only a 
few yards. Two fathoms down 
the water suddenly opened in 
a clear layer, going down some 
distance. Then came a 15-foot 
layer of milky water with about 
five-foot visibility. Under the 
milk was a clear world all the 
way to the bottom. 

The fish were lively and 
abundant in the shaded but very 
clear depths. Above us the 
foggy layer looked like a low 
overcast on a rainy day. Often 
on deep dives we pass through 
alternate layers of turbidity and 
clarity, puzzling in their dy- 
namics.

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Schools Get 
$5 Million 
In State Aid 


The State Board of Education 
approved $5,142,697 state aid 
Wednesday for $6,276,467 worth of 
school building construction in 
nine city and county systems. 

Wednesday’s approvals were in 
addition to about $95,000,000 worth 
of building already being fi- 
nanced through the sale of reve- 
nue certificates. 

‘The new approvals are for con- 

struction in the Fitzgerald, Moul- 
trie, Americus, West Point and 
Bremen city systems and the 
Haralson, Douglas, Jasper and 
Morgan Caunty systems. 


UNIFORM SALARIES 


The board also approved uni- 
form state aid salary schedules 
for superintendents and princi- 
pals. 

After an hour of wrangling over 
whether the state should or le- 
gally could help Fannin County 
rebuild a burned school building 
at McCaysville, the board ap- 
pointed a committee to settle the 
question after consulting with the | 
attorney general and state budget | 
commission. | 

Fannin County officials, who, 
were turned down at the June 
session of the board, are asking 
for $106,000 in state aid to re- 
place the building, under pro- 
visions of a resolution adopted by 
the board in June. 


RESOLUTION RESCINDED 

The board decided it had made 
a mistake in passing the June 
resolution and voted to rescind 
it, but the members also ex- 
pressed the opinion they were ob- 
ligated to give Fannin County 
some assistance under provisions 
of the rescinded resolution. 

On request of Rep. Woodrow 
Lavendar of Elbert County, the 
board agreed to approve Elbert 
County’s school building program 
which has been held up pending 
a proposed merger with the 
Elberton city system. 

After listening to lengthy argu- 
ments from Morgan and Edison 
representatives in a dispute over 
Calhoun County consolidation, the 
board ordered the county au- 
thorities to study the question 
more thoroughly and report back 
in 30 days.

Winston Churchill and President Eisenhower are but Johnnies- 
Come-Lately to the field of Sunday painting. Enoch Gazaway, the 
elevator man at the Henry Grady office building, has been 
applying color to canvas for pleasure and relaxation for 50 or more 
years. 

“I was glad to see the President and the prime minister had 
found out about painting,’’ observed Mr. Gazaway, ‘‘because it 
sure is a heartening thing for a man to do when he is tired and 


wound up.”’ 


Mr. Gazaway, who celebrated his 70th birthday last May, has 
been elevator operating in Atlanta office buildings for the last 
decade and before that he worked in the interior decorating de- 
partment of J. M. High.

Mr. Gazaway did the same with his parents’ 
one of his most admired paintings. 

“T just drew off the old house the way I remember it and 
everybody who had ever seen it said my picture sure was the old 
house all right.’’
